Lgh@riwﬁwelling, LimisTcd dn green aluminum siding. It has striped
awnings and an enclosed porch on the front elevation. The
house is located in the historically black community of Mt.
Winans. This section of Mt. Winans has been identified as Hull-
sville by the older black residents.

The house is located on a block which ie bounded by Helling
Ferry Road on the north, Huron Street on the east, Harmon Road
on the south and Ridgeley Ave. on the west. The lot is located
within Full's Addition in an urbanized area about seven miles
south west of Baltimore's Inner Harbor area. The lots are
organized in a typical grid pattern with the exception of their
having long, rectangular plat lines. Tullsville is a community
which is bounded by Hollins Ferry Road on the north and east, and
the B&0 Railroad on the gouth and west. The topogranhy of the
community indicates very minor varistions in elevation although
the general slope is towards the north east, Inner Horber water-
ways- Vegetation is very sparse, only a few trees exist in the
area and hedges have been generally unattended and are overgrown
on the f=w sites where they had been planted.

Although it has been remodeled, the Williams House is
typizal of the vernacular row house derivative in this community.
One side of the house is completely cloced and does not eshtbit v =
any fenestration. The house rests upon a low foundation and &
concrete slab supports the enclosed porch.

IT is not uncommen for groung of peopie who sharerethnice

dentities to form urban ar rursi cettlements vhere the archi-

tecture, folklore, and other asypects of materialrculture were
actively pursued and transrittec within the community. In

spite ¢f the peculiar acspects of the black American's trek from
slavery to freedom, black peovle alisc responded to the struggle
for existerce ty forming communities znd settlements conscious 1¥s
What is needed is-ain evaluatiion of whet is known about sites that
are significantly reliated to tlack history. Tnis evaluation re-
quires expanding upon the historic sites inventory which is curr-
ently available and providing documeantétion of spatizl relationships,
funetional characteristics, struetural reguirements, and modifica-
tions. Ideally, the findings nere woulicd be most significant where
we identify snaces that were cccvnied by slaves, {ree blacks, in-
fluential tlack leaders, professiorals, working class, and poor
